Kaiser's Interview Does Not Have 
Intended: Effect ia Britain and is 
Resented by Other Nations. 


—— 


Berlin, Oct. 30—We consider,” says 
the Taglische Rundschau, “the latest 
indiseretion of the kaiser a heavy blow 
at German's foreign policy, espécially 
as it comes at a time when we seemed 
to be gaining ground in the Balkans. 
We are of the opinion that such an 
indiscretion must be made impossible 
in the future and that the Reichstag, 
immediately alter convening, must de- 
mand consistency in the kaiser’s con- 
duct that German policies may be 
better safeguarded than heretofore.” 

This expression from a leading 
journal, which usually is in secord 
with official sentiment, and.is known 
as the paper whieh the kaiser hirnseli 
reade, is aumfld reflection of the storm 
of criticitm which féllowed the pub- 
lication @i the kaiser's interview with 
en «anonymous Englishman in the 
Lopfon Daily Telegraph. ‘The press 
ranerally declares there is small hope 
that the«imterview will have the in- 
tered cffect in “England, while ite 
teyelations jas to the attitude of the 
other powers during the Boer war ave 
bound fto arouse-indignation and dis- 
teast.in Branco, Ruasia and Holland. 


Sizir-up Disclosures. 
The thaiser’s disclosures as to ‘the 
‘support he gave England at the time 


of the Boer war are brought into con- 
trast with the ‘Kruger telegram and 
afe classed with! that — Message, 
the:Tweedmouth letter and the Tower 
hall ‘incident, ds disconcerting evid- 
ence of the @mperor’s inability to dis- 
criminate Detween his personal acts 
and his a@ts as soveregn. Emperor 
William's reférence to the “yellow 
peril,” is deemed especialy unhappy, 
ae Japan is hardly likely to reconcile 
the kaiser’s words on this point with 
his recent act in conferring the order 
of the Black Eagle, the highest Ger- 
mon decoration, on the visiting Jap- 
unese prince The fact that the Mor- 
mon people still cherish sympathetic 
recollections of the struggles of the 
oer republic does not tend to take 
the edge off popular criticism. The 
foreign office practically admits the 
authenticity of the interview, though 
atill declining to confirm it in detail. 
No Cessation to Criticism. 
Berlin, Oct. 31—The torrent of in- 
dignint eticisni ofthe kaiser because 
of his interview, published in Lon- 
don, flows without abatement; in- 
deed, it has increased. Among num- 
erous points debated by the press yes- 
terday two «stand out, namely, the 
question of Chancellor Von Buclow's 
attitude and the probable effect of the 
kaiser’s statement. on Germeny’s 
trade. It ix being asstimed that the 
chancellor was not aware of the kais- 
er’s bomb until it burst. There ts 
general speculation as to who will 
meet the Reichstag when it rené- 
seinbles on Nov. 4th. Will Von Bue- 
low accept responsibility for his ma- 
jesty’s statement or resign? It is re- 
called that Prince Van Buelow told 
the Reichstag in 1900 that if the em- 
peror’s decision were guided by other 
considerations than national interest 
he would resign the chancellorship 
and the kaiser’s critics now are ask- 
ing if Prince Von Buelow will make 
good his declaration. Condemnatory 
newspapers declare that the: whole 
mercantile community has been thrown 
into a state of panic. It is believed 
that German trade, especially in the 
far east, will suffer incalculably. 
The semi-official North German Gaz- 
ette this far hes inde no comment 
u the interview, but the Cologue 
Gaartte, which customarily takes its 
foreign policy irom the ministry ot 
foreign affairs, defends the kaiser’s 
sineerity and appeals to the nation 
to support him. 
Flatters Britain; Hurts Her Friends. 
London, Oct. 81-—'Flattering for 


Britain, but unpleasant for her 
triends.”” This sums up the average 
feeling in England over what the

measurably the most foolish of all the 
indisereet things the kaiser has done. 

“May the world be charitable to 
him,’ concludes this paper, “‘jus® 
beeause of its foolishness, and forget 
it. Certainly if the kaiser expected 
to remedy the situation in England, 
which he so frankly described, his 
object will not be achieved, for he 
has given fresh material to British 
Teutonphobes, which they have ecag- 
erly seized, Why, then if the kaiser 
is in the nfinority in his affection tor 
England, did he eay at Guild hall dur- 
ing his English visit that the mutual 
regard of the Enelish and the Gei- 
mans was the basis of the world’s 
peace and that the German race felt 
toward the English as he did him- 
self."" What are these revelations in- 
tended for? If to ereate dissension 
between Britain, France and Russia, 
they have miserably fdiled.ior the rak- 
ing up of the century’s grievances has 
not only. brought the members of the 
triple alliawce closer together, but 
certainly thousands of Britishers have 
been ‘offended by the awkward pas- 
sages of this interview.”

BAPTIST CONVENTION 
DEALS WITH THE WEST 


baptist convention deals with the west. 

There Are Now 200 Churches and 11,000 
Members in the Churches in Western 
Canada—The Church in Eastern Can- 
ada Must Fulfill tts Obligations to 
the West. 


Oitawa, Oct, #—The Baptist conven- 
tien in séssion here, today took up the 
question of Western Missions, The re- 
port of the committee in charge of that 
department of church work was an in- 
toresting document and served as.a- basis 
for the consideration later given the 
matter. The condition of Western Can- 
ada is referred to in the following terms 
in the report in connection with the fin- 
ancial position of the Western Mission 
committee. “Though necessarily, to some 
extent, checked by the money stringency, 
the wonderful development of the West 
continues and this year the splendid crop 
will without doubt result in the tide 
rising again with the old time foree.” 

In discussing the contribntions of the 
convention to the support of Western 
Missions it is further pointed out that 
the foundation of the Western popula- 


lion is of Ontari» blood and the vast 
hatk of Western business is with Mon- 
treal and ‘Toronto houses. On this 


round it is suggested that it was na- 
tural and in harmony with the fitness of 
things that the situation in the West, so 
far as the Baptists are concerned, should 
have heen saved through the increase of 
the financial support at the hands of the 
convention of Ontario and Quebec. 

The financial probleya, it i. poiated 
i tee west Sertems one and this year 
has assumed alarming proportions owing 
fo the continued commercial depression, 

Home Mission Work. 

In regard to general progress of home 
tnission werk in the West, the report 
uses this Janguage: “There is an asso- 
ciation in each province with a capable 
missionary in charge cf the details of 
the local home missionary work. Three 
¢f these associations have met in annual 
gatherings during the vear and report 
the following accessions to the churches: 
\lberta 199 baptisms and a total in- 
crease of 587; Saskatchewan 271 baptisms 
and Manitoba over 500 bartisms. Since 
July 1, 1907, two new churehes have been 
organized, making a total of 200 with a 
membership of upwards of 11,000. In the 
work amongst the foreign speaking peo- 
ples, the results continue to be most en- 
couraging, though at some points the 
churches have suffered badly from re- 
movals, owing, principally, to the finan- 
cial depression, There are now twenty- 
ene German churches, with 1,800 mem- 
hers; eighteen Seandinavian churches, 
with a membership of S44 of which 8t 
were haptived during the year, three 
Hussian and two Galician churehes, wit 
® total of forty-four foreign speaking 
Haptist churches with a membership of 
2,415, The report was explained in a 
comprehensive speech by Rev. H. P. 
Verry, D.D., Toronto, who urged the ful- 
filument of the obligations of the East in 
regard to carrying on of mission werk in 
the West.

WOMEN SUFFRAGE 
CRAZE SPREADING 


National Council of Womés Have 
Heated Discussion on This 


Question, 


Ottawa, Oct, 30.—Woman suffrage 
resolution, which has been agitating 
the minds of the members of the Na- 
tional Council of Women, owing to 
the differences of opinion upon the 
question existing among them, came 
up today, and was ruled out as un- 
necessary, President Lady Edgar, 
thus summarily disposed of it on the 
grounds that full arrangements have 
already been made to discuss the 
question of ‘Votes tor Women’ at the 
great international conference to be 
held in Toronto next June, and it waa 
for such consideration of the subject 
that the resolution was asked. 

This decision eut short a spirited 
debate, as some of the members who 
favored resolution seemed to think 
that an attempt was being made to 
side-track the issue of woman suffrage, 
upon which there was a diversity of 
opinion among the members. 


Ballot the Keystone, 

Resolution on woman suffrage stat- 
ed that as women had always ranked 
foremost in moral and social reform 
work, and as a ballot was the key- 
stone to the accomplishment of all re- 
formative work, the Canadian Na- 
tional Council should express its 
opinion that the all important ques- 
tion of citizenship be awarded its 
rightful place on the programme at 
the International conference at Toron- 
to next June, When thia resolution, 
which had been placed on the order 


paper by the Canadian Suffrage As- 
sociation and the Canadian Medieal 
Alumnate Association, 


Lady Edgar said Dr. Stone Cullen 
expressed her opinion that the woman 
suffrage question should be given a 
dignified place on the programme of 
the National Council as well as ait 
the International cangresa, Bhie 
thought it was an awfully innocent 
resolution and at first had thought 
that every member would heartily 
support it, Later she had learned 
that it had enused a great deal of 
worry. In Colorado, where women 
nad votes, the protection of women 
was well provided for, She thought 
it was awiul that women were ranked 
is minors, lunatics and animals when 
they were not given the right to vow. 

“No, no, we are not,” exclaimed 


“Yes, we are,”’ reiterated Dr. Stone 
Cullen. 

She thought no one waa better able 
to deal with women's questions than 
women themselves, and it was time 
the women Of Canada realized their 
responsibility 


Resolution Ruled Out. 

Lady Edgar remained firm in her 
attitude and ruled out the resolation 
as unnecessary, and there was no 
further discussion 

The resolution that steps be taken 
fs soon as practicable, to secure the 
incorporation of the National Council 
of Women ef Canada, was moved by 
Mrs. W. E, Sanford Lady Taylor 
seconded the motion, which was car- 
ried The following resolution was 
also adopted, ‘That the local councils 
of Canada approach their respective 
legislatures at their next sessions ask- 
ing for the enactment of legislation 
tor the establishment of juvenile 
courts, and generally providing the 
machinery necessary for the putting 
in foree, by the Dominion government, 
of the Juvenile Delinquents Act, ad- 
opted at the last session of the Do- 
minion parliament, 


The Suffrage Discuspion. 

There wos a warm discussion on 
the suffrage question when Dr. Cu)l- 
len, of Toronto, presented hér report 
on citizenship of women, The report 
contained a paragraph approving the 
recent actions of the British suf- 
lragettes. 

Lady Taylor, of Hamilton, suid: 
“If we carry this resolution we shall 
be commending the action of the suf- 
fragettes in England. There may be 
some women in Canada, who approve 
of the conduct of the British women, 
but I do not, and J ask that the 
eulogies of the British suffragettes oe 
stricken from the report.” 

Dr. Gordon, of Toronto, and Miss 
Peters, of St. John, both declared 
their willingness to go to jail if it 
would help the women of Canada to 
get the right to vote. Dr, Yeomans, 
of Winnipeg, said that if references 
to the British suffragettes were strick- 


en out it would tend to discourage 
them. British women had adopt- 
ed these tactics because statesmen 


had advised them that this would be 
the most effective way to accomplish 
their object. 

Dr, Cullen, in a spirited defence, 
said that her remarks were justified. 
The fight which the British women 
Were putting up was of world-wide in- 
terest. In the beginning she had been 
horrified at their methods but now 
realized that they were the moat ef- 
fective. Lady Taylor decared that 
there was no occasion to eulogize the 
British suffragettes. It would not 
help the Canadian women. In the 
end Dr. Cullen agreed to strike out 
of the repert the differences to the 
British Suffragettes and report as 
amended was received,

FIRST PARLIAMENT 
OF UPPER CANADA! 


Members Walked, Rode, Canoed and Posted to Kingston, one Hundred 


and Sixteen Years Ago to Legisiate For Ontario's 


Population. 


With the incoming of the new Par- 
liament it does not require any espee- 
ial effort to bring the mind to a com 
sideration of that chapter of Canadian 
history which jiarked the birth of 


tho section: of the country, that was 
then known as Canada West, Writs | 
Cc, Hléck, in the Winnipeg Free 
Press 


The steps leading to the develop- 
ment from part of a into a full- 
fledged law-making ituency, “ire 
intéresting as well as. the conditions 
whieh surrounded the evolution. 

The second Pitt, who among others 
foresaw something of the importance 
that Canads would assume, introduced 
into the British House of Commons . 
Feb. 7, 1791, a bill which would give 
the colony enlarged scope and the pco- 
pla representative institutions. One 
essential featare of the bill was the 
Nivision of the colony into Upper and 
Lower Conada. 

The bill became law on March t¢ 
\7y¥t, and provided for each of the pro- 
vinees so formed, a legislature consist- 
iug of an appointed council, and an 
eleetive House of Assembly, and was 
to become effective before Dec. 51. 
The date upon which the instructions 
reached Sir Alfried Clark, acting gov- 
etnor in Carleton’s absence in Eng 
land, was Nov. 11. Clark issued a 
prdciamation dated Nov, 18 and the 
new law became effective on Dec. 26, 
1791. ; 

Family Gerved the Empire. 

Among those who served Canada 
atul the home land, to the extent «f 
leving down their lives, in the effort 
ie give Canada to England under ihe 
leadership of the illustrious Wolfe. 
was Captain John Graves Simere 
commander of H.M.S8. Pembroke; but 
the biave captain had left with bh 
beloved wife tp the old home, a little 
sm and namesake, four years old at 
thy: tite of his father’s death. 

Simcoe spent the winter at Quebre 
in foreed inaction from two cause. 
the. fact that a majority of the counc'!! 
were not present snd therefore he 
could no* by: sworn in; as well as the 
additiona) fact that the regiment of 
which it wae intended to make him 
colonel, the “Queen's Rangers," had 
not: arrived which rendered it_impos- 
sible for him to assvine the rank. Fer 
these reasons it was June, 1792, when 
Simcoe left Quebee, reaching Kingston 
carly if July, and there he at ones 
devuted himegelf to organizing the goy- 
ernments of Upper Canada. 

7 The First Council. 

The first legislative council consi«t- 


hed of Win. Osgoode, Wm. Robertson, 


Peter Russell and Alexander Grant, 
all of whom had been appointed in 
England, although Robertson never 
came to Canada, Simcoe appointed to 
complete the council, John Munro, of 
Matilda, Richard Cartwright, Jr., of 
Kingston, Robert Hamilton, of Ni.- 
gata, and Richard Duncan, of Rapid 
Plat, Jueques Baby, of Detroit, had 
been” recommended by Simeor to tr: 
home government, Detroit then bein 
aud in fact remaining under the gov- 
erninent of Cariada until 1796. 

We can hardly now imagine the 
stat: of mind of the scattered mea 
eligible to vote amoug the 10,000 popu- 
lation of Upper Canada, as the legisle 
tive council sat at Kingston, What 
must bave been their feelings when 
the pews reached them that on July 
16 the proclamation had been issuet.

The First Session. 

The meetings of the council lasiol 
from July & to the 2Ist and the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor took the oath of office 
on the 8th. Osgoode Russell and Baby 
on the 9th and Grant on the Ith. 
The time from the 10th to the 15th 
was spent in laying out the province 
into counties and districts to provide 
for the tiembers of the House of A-- 
sembly and these divisions were made 
largely upon the basis of the existing 
military divisions. . 

As Misa Carnocban,, the indefati- 
gable historical enthusiast of Niagara, 
writing at that time, said; “The much 
vexed question as to the first parlia 
ment house may yet be settled, but so 
for, it is wise mot to assert too con 
fidently, since no less than five places 
have been mentioned as deserving *he
